CO-OPERATIOIT AND SUBSIDY. 

Now that both HousfiB of rurlidmont 
.are about to meet there is probably ont3 
qaeation which will, and ought to roceive 
Bpeoisl attention. It is a mutter of com- 
mon complaint that a great portion of the 
productive wealth oi the country is dis- 
bursed in foreign manufucturod goods 
and thttt our limited populiition will not 
remunerate the establishment of indus- 
trioB on a larger acnle than at present es- 
iets. Whether this be true or not is a 
qaeation beet answered by those who 
saffer from the disadTimtages oomplaiaed 
of. Bat in other countries it has not only 
been found expedient, but necessary, to 
subsidize ioduslrieB of a cortuiu class in 
order to gnaranloo them from loss. If 
this wero effected there is no doubt but 
any amount of capital would beforthoom- 
iag for such a purpc-oO, which m now h«kl 
by the banks at a vary low rate of iHtGieat 
The banks would rcalizo more from the 
oiroalation of such money in busiiioas 
than they do at present, and its nite of iu- 
orease would be in projjortiou to tho num- 
ber of CSV,' hands enijiiged iu its manipu- 
lation, all striving to mi\ke a proht on 
individual exertion. Overflowed lauds with 
tho Government to guarantoo interest on 
the principal for a given number of yeiirs 
could be improved by the settlers. All 
tbey require is a knowledge of tho bene- 
fits to bo derived from co-operation; not 
one seeking to amass a fortune at the e.y.- 
pense of auolbor,but all benefit equally in 
every operation iu which they becomo in- 
volved. When this principle ia better 
understood, the gteeJ and avarice, 
prompted by the desire to centralize 
wealth in the hands of a few, will be re- 
stricted by a feeling in favor of the gen- 
eral guod and lead to more beuelicial re- 
sults. It is much easier for the Govern 
ment to borrow than an individual, and 
BO long as such moneys are oxpouded 
economically on prodaotive works, they 
cannot fail, but be cuuduoive to the pub- 
lic good, and every year will increase thoir 
value and importance, "Wo cannot afford 
to standstill and permit tho world to 
ai'vanoe beyoud ua. We must either be 
co-equal with it,orfall in tho background, 

OPENING UP OF THE COUNTRY. 



Let it be conjectured that simultaneous' 
ly with the development of our quartz 
mines, the railroad so often referred to 
(in dreams as well iS in waking moments) 
should be commenced , and hundreds of 
men be employed in constructing a rapid 
line of oommunicatioa with the interior, 
what would be the efTect of such a moye- 
ment on the outside world ? News of that 
kind would kindle an impulse in favor of 
this country, and LuuJreds of people 
would flock bora wi'h the desire to better 
their condition, and aid in the great work 
of national progress. Lund would be 
sought .iftrir everywhere, but in all the 
most available places first. Sottlement 
after settlement would be formed, and 
the requirements of each plu«e , rovided 
for by the demand tlius created. But in 
supposing all tliis tho question may na- 
turally be asked: U"bern is the laud uvuil- 
able for t-ucli nn obji-et in our immt'diMto 
vicinity ? Tho eaiteru eouht of this ishmil 
ia virtually clo.'ed to pre-emption for the 
time being, and whether it would bu 
opened theu or not, withnut a great dual 
of onmbersome machinery being set in 
motion, is Blill another question. It is 
imperative thiit the opouins: up of this 
I-land should recoivo grt-ater conBiilora- 
tion in the future ihau it bus iu the i)aht, 
owing to its baviuR au many lulvaiitiKt's 
over portions of the Muinlund, and that 
every effort should be made to facilitate 
colonization on the isiaod ia apparent to 
all who feel interMted in the matter. 
Every district boem^i to thrust its claims 
forward for improveim-nt'i, aomeno doubt 
having good reasons for doing bo; but loo 
much caoDOt be expected from the slender 
resouroes at our dinposal. Those impro vc- 
meata requiriug the greatest urgency and 
likely to do the most good to the greatest 
number should be done first, and the 
minor ones would f allow as a matter of 
course. But the opening up of tlii.s iBi.iud 
and its many advuntag.-a to all desirous of 
embracing tbcm, should be done aa early 
as po-sible, and wjtb the consent of both 
branches of tho Lcgiblaturo. 

The Leader of the Opposition, Mr. 
Walkem, is out again in the Standard with 
a leader, the intent of which is to place 
men just as he would have them. It ia 
•vidently written for Mr. Cowan and Mr. 
Galbraith's benefit. If either gentlemen 
is made of such kind of stuff as to allow 
himself to be /i/acecZ by Mr. Walkem or 
anj- body else wo tro mislaken. Of course 
Mr. Walkem will deny thai ho wns in any 
way coucernod in writing or dictating the 
article; but we know tlio gentleman's style 
too well to be mistakoa. It ii an old trick 
in politics to place men in the hopea that 
thoy will stick. It is for the new mem- 
bers to bo made faototums or not. It IB 
folly to suppose that men of the Cowan 
stamp are guiug to opposo a Govprnmout 
which is doin;? all it can for the Mlvaiico- 
ment of tho country just becaune Mr. 
Walkem who did nothing, and will risk 
nothing for the country, places them in 
the Opposition rank. 



Scientific Test for Flour Adulter- 
ations. — From the Loudon Coru Trade 
Journal wo learn that Dr. Hiraly, 
Professor of Ohomistrj at the Univor- 
sity of Kiel, has suggested a method 
by moans of which nuy person of or- 
diuiiry intellijjGnce may test tho amount 
of udultonition of flour. It is based 
upon tho fact that chloroform is spe- 
cilically lighter than all the substan- 
ces used for these adulterations, such 
as lime, ohalk, barytos, planter, mar- 
ble, bone-powder, etc., while tlio gen- 
uine (lour is again lighter tliiin chloro- 
form, in which nouo of the above 
oniuad substances are soluble. The 
teslin<j process is simple, and all tho 
apjuiratuB required is a small test tube, 
about thret) fourths of an inch iu di- 
ameter aud four or five inches long. 
A teaspoouful of tho flour to bo toated 
is placed iu the test glass, aud chloro- 
form poured on to fill the vessel to 
about three-fourths of its length, wbeu 
it is well shaken, aud theu placed iu 
an upright position so as to remain 
undisturbed until tho various subslau- 
cea misod together have had time to 
11 ud the level assigned them by then- 
specific gravity, the flour swimming 
near the surface at the top of the ves- 
g1, while the miuoral bodies sink lo 
the bottom. It should be observed 
that unadulterated flour oftou shows a 
slight fJiuisy deposit of a griiyish or 
brownish color, which it must bo sup- 
potaed ia stone-dust prsduced in grind- 
ing. A. white deposit, however, will 
iiirariably indicate an adulteration 
with ono or another of tho substances 
montioued above. If tho materials 
are weighed before and after separa- 
tion, the umouL t or degree of adulter- 
aLioa may be pretty accurately ascer- 
tained. 

A Mexican correspondent of the 
Easier (Switzerland) "NachrichLed" 
writes that an "auto da fo" has been 
recently celebrated in tho village of 
St. Jainea, iu tho district of Coucor- 
deo. For six months a man named 
Lacharias has been bewitched, and 
having drank throe glasses of holy 
water "to drive out the devil," ho de- 
nounced Joseph Bonillia and Diego 
Lugo as having bewitched him. On 
tho 19th of October last these two pev- 
sons woro donouuced to the prefect, 
and having been arrested, Jadgo Mu- 
rir>»)0, a member of tho Supremo Court 
of Justice, ordered them to be burned 
alive. At 7 o'clock in the morning 
the witch and the wizard were bouud 
to the stake, which stood in the cen- 
ter of a hillock of faggots; about sixty 
per.sons, armed with long Mexican 
knives, suriouudiug tho victims. "As 
soon as the fire reached tho witches," 
says the oflScial report sent to the 
prefect of Concordoo, "they cried out 
for their gods to bo sent to them 
(probably their soothsaying or con 
juring paraphernalia.) The fire was 
extinguished and the gods brought 
As soon as they bad them in their 
hands the}' denounced three other por- 
aone as accomplices, and those bavin 
been compelled to mount the pile, all 
five were then burned to death."

Editor Oo]jONi-.T: — The developments 
in (juartz mining aro atill, and will, I be- 
lievi>, coniinue to be, highly aatisfactory. 

Tbo Cariboo aro working a good lode 
of ore, but in the absence of Mr. H^irper, 
who speaka with a voice of autliority con- 
cerning the value of mines, it would ap- 
pear as if judging from the Victoria quo- 
tations tho people viewed quartz mining 
with di.strnat. That duo care and caution 
should be exercised in waking in vestments 
ia understood, but at present there is very 
little fear of "wild cat" minoi being offer- 
ed to the i)ublic for sale hb the value of 
each location ia well known here, and the 
little money that there is here is readily 
invested at good prices. No better proof 
can bo given of tiie confidence of this peo- 
ide than the prices (and thoy aio bona file 
nalca) that are ol)t iin';(l for simple loca- 
tions. Tho Proserpine has changed bands 
this week at tbo rate of fourteen hundred 
dollars for one interest; there are 26 in- 
terests in the company. 

To show you tho care that is generally 
being exerciaed in the organizatiim and 
incorporation of companies, there are two 
now who are delay iuj; their incorporation, 
allliough they know they have a well de- 
fined loilgo in thoir claim believed to be 
extensions of well known lodes; but their 
incorporation will not take place until 
their work has so far progressed that they 
can issue a good prospactus with perfect 
trnthfu'ueas. 

Woik in tho Enterpriao ia progressing 
favorably. The directors having given 
tbo contractors a bonut- of 8500 to coiu- 
pleto the tunnel by the 15th of March. 
Thoy have also, we have been informed 
by telegraph, bought tho Lane and Kurtz 
machinery for ^7250.

They 
know they have a good mine andrwill go 
on working it anyway. 

The Cariboo Cumpany are still at work

As this is latbcr an 
interesting auliject to many of your read- 
ers you will, I hope, pormit mo to point 
out in what rea)ject your correspondent, 
as it appears to mo has made a grave er- 
ror He stales that tbo weight of a 20 
stamp mill will be 100 tons. Tba cost of 
oonveyanca for thiH freight from Kan 
Frunoifco to Barkervillo will amount to 
at least 12% cents per pound, or §25,000. 
The CuHtom duty at 17% per cent, will 
amount to §5,250 aud the cost of loying a 
foundation to eiect tbo mill upon, of ereo 
tion and suitable shedding cannot, I 
should imagint', come to loss than §5,000. 
We thus find that instead of a 20 stamp 
mill reailv lo go to work in Cariboo ooat- 
iiig §40.000, that the sum of §05.2-50 will 
prove a more aoourato estimate to rely 
upon, supposing the above weight to be 
correct.
